3. Following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record fails to teach in combination means at the label switch router for 
forwarding MPLS packets received from the source edge router or from another label 
switch router in such a manner as to preserve the protocol type indicator of the packet 
transport protocol of each received MPLS packet; and means at the destination edge 
router for recognizing the protocol type indicator of the transport protocol of the MPLS 
packets received from the label switch router and means for segregating the user MPLS 
packet from non-user MPLS packets.
